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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to an apparatus for forming an injection rnolded article, 
classified in class 425, subclass 542+. 

II. Claims 8-10, drawn to a method of forming a molded article, classified in 
class 264, subclass 318. 

ML Claim 11, drawn to a molded article, classified in class 24, subclass 442. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus or by hand such as using an apparatus that does not 
require the insert to be contiguous with the surface. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In this case, the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
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different apparatus such as an apparatus having build-in hook-shaped cavities, i.e.. no 
insert is needed to provide hook-shaped cavities in a molding cavity. 

4. Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as molding the article in an injection mold 
having build-in hook-shaped cavities, i.e., a molding that does not require an insert to 
provide hook-shaped cavities in a molding cavity. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
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recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

8. During a telephone conversation with Mrs. Weis on 1/17/07 a provisional election 
was made with oral traverse to prosecute the invention of group II, claims 8-10. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 1-7 and 1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention, 

9. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

11. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Buzzell 
et a! (USPN 6187247). Buzzell et al teach the claimed process as evidenced at col 8, In 
28-col 9, In 18; figs13A-13C. 

12. Claims 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harvey 
(USPN 6224364). Harvey teaches the claimed process as evidenced at col 6, Ins 10- 
67; and figs 5 and 6A-6C. 
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1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Both USPN 6059558 and USPN 3762000 teach the state of the 
art.
